Thij 
vras especially trno of the period abcct 
the tenth anil eleventh centi»its, aTid 
in the latter a most araaii=~ discovery 
was reported, which thicw the fcieu- 
tific world of the time into great excise- 
men t. It waj caid that the body cf Pal- 
las, the son of Evander. had brcn dis- 
covered beneath the tomb of tho cnsi*r- 
or Henry 11L The bones were eaor- 
mous, and it is unnecessary to state.

Xearly all tho mastodon finds in this 


country were attributed to giauts, tat 
there is no evidence that a huiaau giant 
ever existed over 8 feet iu Iicight. and it 
is extremely doubtful if this height was 
ever attained. 


Giant 4 other than human are very com- 


mon in all branches of the animal kicg- 
dcca — giants in every sense when com- 
pared to their pjcmy rejireseatatives of 
today.' Some yeari agu Eoca labartr* in 
the S-nalifc hills of InJiu were engagol 
upon a government worfc when they 
came upon tbe remains of a turtle that 
proved beycud question that the>e ani- 
mals had their giants in the ilavj of old. 
The [hell which the men exjoed might 
have been nsod asathelter for several 
men, and at first, before its bony nature 
was observed, it was thought by the ua 
tires to be a hut cf some kind. Fortn 
nately tho bones were uninjured, and 
they were taVen cut and removed to the 
British museum, where a complete res- 
torationcf the animal may be seen. Tbe 
'length of the turtle was 10 feet, its 
horizontal circumference 2o feet, and iti 
girth 13 feet, but it was estimated by 
scientists that this was not an adult, 
and that when fully grown this huge 
creature would display a domelike Lack 
8 or 9 feet high, giving a total length cf 
20 feet.
